Prayer is a never-ceaſing Spring of Com- 


fort, 
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fort, where we are invited to taſte freely, 
and from 'whence proceeds ſuch plea- 
ſant Streams as will refreſh the Soul in 
all the Troubles and Calamities of Life. 
Ts any among you affitfted? ſays St. Fames*, 
Jet him pray. This was the conſtant 
Practice of the P/almiſt, and from his 
own Experience he hath taught us what 
mighty Advantages attend it. When J 
am in Trouble ſays he +, 1 will call upon 
thee, O Lord, jor thou heareft me. And 
in another Place , I fought ibe Lord, 
and he heard me, and delivered me ſrom all 
my Fears. In my Diſtreſs I called upon 
the Lord, and cried unto my God; He 
heard my Voice cut of his Temple, and my 
Cry came before Him, even into his Ears. 
Indeed, there is nothing in the World 
ſeems ſo prevalent with God, as the fer- 
vent. Prayer of a righteous Man: We 
are told by St. James, that it avazl/erh 
much, when offered up in behalf of 
others; and to be ſure, tis of no leſs 
Force, when our own Wants are the Sub- 
ject of it. 

Not that we are to conclude from 
hence, that all the Prayers, even of a 
righteous Man, ſhall immediately be an-

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ſwered by God: No, there may be many 
wiſe Reaſons, why God may ſee fit to deny 
what we aſk, or at leaſt defer the grant- 
ing it; as, for the Trial of our Faith, 
or for the Exerciſe of ſome Virtue in 
us ; or becauſe we are not yet fit for the 
Bleſſings we deſire; or that we aſk for 
what he ſees would be hurtful to us, or 
the like. And, therefore, we muſt not 
underſtand the Promiſes which are made 
to Prayer, in an abſolute, but a limited 
Senſe; that is, that when we and our 


Prayers have thoſe Qualifications which 


are neceſſary to make them acceptable 
to God, he will give us what we atk for, 
if he ſees it fit for us: I ſay, fit for us; 


becauſe we may (and I doubt, from a 


Fondneſs for the Things of this Life, 
or through Ignorance too often do) aſk 


for ſuch Things as it may be great Mercy 


in God to deny us. 
In order, therefore, that our Prayers 
may be acceptable to God, three Things 
are to be conſidered, 1//, The Rualifica- 
tions of the Perſon praying. 2dly, The 
Matter of our Prayers. And 3dly, The 
Manner of them. 

Fir, The Qual ſications of the Perſon 


praying. 


B 1. He 
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1. He that would pray ſo as to be heard 
of God, muſt lift up holy Hands, and a 
pure Heart, He muſt not bring with 
him any «nrepented Sins; but as God 
{peaks by the Prophet Iſaiab, upon the 
like Occaſion, He muſt put away the 
Evil of his Doings.--- He muſt ceaſe to 
do Evil, and learn to do well* Or, as 
St. Peter adviſes, Let him eſcthew Evil, 
and do Good; for, as it follows in the 


the Righteous, and bis Ears are open unto 
their Prayers: But the Face of the Lord 
is againſt them that do Evil 2. And to 
the ſame Purpoſe, ſays Solomon, The Sa- 
Crifice of the Wicked is an Abomination to 
the Lord; but the Prayer of the upright 
& bis Delight t. If I incline unto Wicked- 
neſs in my Heart, ſays holy David, 1he 
Lord will not bear me. Indeed, there 
is nothing more evident from the whole 
Scope of the Scriptures, than that God 
heareth not wilful and impenitent Sin-

In ſhort, Sin is the moſt hateful Thing in 
the Sight of God, and therefore till a 
Man is come to a Senſe of his paſt Of- 
fences, and is not only ſorry for having 
offended God, but reſolved by his Grace 
to amend for the future, he can never be 
ſaid to be in a fit Di/fofirion to pray; 
but as this is the loweſt Conception we. 
can have of the Qualification I am ſpeak- 
ing of, a Man muſt not ſtop here, he 
muſt put thoſe good Reſo/uttons in Prac - 
tice, having always in View this Conſi- 
deration, That the greater Attainments 
any one makes in a holy Life, the 
more acceptable will his Prayers bed 
1 - Sight of God.“ 

A ſecond Qualification reſpecting 
« Perſon praying, is Charity or Loves 
and this is ſo neceſlary, that though We. 
ſhould pray with the Tongues of Men and 
Angels, and have not this Qualification, 
it would be to no Purpoſe ; > our Prayers 
would be like ſounding Braſe, or a tin | 
Cymbal, empty and inſignificant Sounds. 
There is nothing ſo contrary to the Na- 
ture of God, nothing ſo wide of the. true 
Spirit of a Chriſtian, as Bitterneſs "and 
Wrath, Malice and Envy: And there- 
fore it is vain to think, that ever 'our 
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Prayers can be acceptable to the God of 
Love, till wwe have put on, as the Elect 
of God, Bowels of Mercies, Kindneſs, 
Humbleneſs of Mind, Meekneſi5, Long- 
ſuffering, forbearing one another, and for- 


gruing one another *, as St. Paul com- 
mands. 

3. A third Qualification is Faith. V 
any of you lack Wiſdom, ſays St. James, 
let him aſk of God; but let him aſt with © 
Faith, nothing wavering +. Not that we 
are to underſtand by this, that we muſt 
never offer up our Prayers to God but 
with a firm Belief, that what we pray 
for ſhall immediately be granted us. 
No; all that is required of us in this 
Matter, is to come to the Throne of 
God with an humble Confidence in his 
Mercy, aſſuredly believing that God 7s 
the Hearer of Prayer, and that He is in- 
' finftely Good and Wiſe, and will deny 

us nothing that he ſees and knows to 
be fit for us. And from thence it will 
follow, 

4. As a fourth Qualification, That in 
all Things of a temporal Concern, we 
mult exerciſe an entire Submiſſion to the 
Will of God.

5. Ait Qualification of the Perſom 
praying is, That he Hatb a good Intention; 
petitioning for thoſe Things he aſks to a 
good End. We muſt not pray (as the Hy- 
| B 3 pocrites 
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pocrites do that we may be ſeen of Men “. 
Neither muſt we pray for any thing, that 
we may conſume it upon our LuſtsF. As the 
intemperate Man does when he prays for 
Health, only that he may be ſtill intem- 
perate ; or the revengeful Man, when he 
prays for Authority, that he may have 
the more Power to effect his evil Deſigns ; 
for this is, as St. James ſays, to aſk amiſs ; 
and then no wonder, we aſt and re- 
cerve not: Indeed, it is pure Mercy in 
God to deny us ſuch Requeſts; and there- 
fore if we defire that he ſhould hear our 
Prayers, we muſt, as is ſaid before, make 
his Glory, and our own and others Sal- 
vation, our chief End in preſentingthem ; 
and all other Things are to be conſider- 
ed, only as they tend to promote the 
one. Thing needful. e 
Secondly, We are to confider the Mat- 
ter of our Prayers. Weare to take Care, 
that we never aſk any Thing of God, 
but what is: conformable to the Divine 
Will, which are all ſuch Things as He 
has promiſed to give; as Bleffings Spi- 
ritual and Temporal ; the former, God 
has promiſed to the Faithful, that diſ-

Thirdly, We muſt conſider the Manner 
of our Prayers. | 
1. They muſt be offered up with Humi- 

| lity and Lowlineſs. We muſt endeavour to 

| poſſeſs our minds with a juſt Senſe of our 
own Unworthineſs, and how undeſerving 

we are of the Mercies we pray for. And 

fince by prayer we ſpeak to God, the Con- 

-fideration of his divine Majeſty, and of 

our own Sins, which have placed us at ſuch 

a Diſtance from him, ought to humble our 

Souls in his Sight; and fince Man is 

compoſed of Body, as well as Soul, we 

ought, when it may be, to worſhip God 


with korb, and therein to uſe ſuch Poſ- 
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tures of Body, as may beſt excite Hu- 
manity in ourſelves and others; in Pub- 
lick, the Poſture of Kneeling is moſt fit 
and decent; in Private, we may uſe a 
greater Liberty; and if we find Proſtra- 
tion, or any other Poſture, more apt to 
excite Devotion, we ought to uſe it. 
And though many People's Condition 
may be ſuch,. that they cannot often 
have an Opportunity of Privacy and Re- 
tirement to fall upon their Knees, ex- 
cept at their Morning and Evening 
Prayers, yet a good Chriſtian, that truly 
loves and honours God, and is ſenſible of 
his entire Dependence upon Him for 
Grace to reſiſt Temptations, and to do 
his Duty, and to defend him againſt the 
Ewvils and Calamities of this Life, will 
never make that a Pretence for not fre- 
quently praying to Him ; ſuch an one, 
even in the midſt of Bufineſs and Com- 
any, will be ſometimes lifting up his 
eart to God in devout and picus Fjacu- 
lations; and when alone (though walk- 
ing or ſtanding) will many times offer 
up a ſhort and comprehenſive Prayer to 
Him, ſuch as that our Savicur has 
taught us, or ſome ſhort Collect of the 
Church, or the like. No Condition of 


Life can hinder a devout Mind from this ; 
and, 
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and, therefore, nothing ſhould be made 
a Pretence for not doing it; and this 
will be accepted by God, when we have 


not an Opportunity to fall upon our 


Knees, and offer up a more ſolemn 
Prayer. | 
I hope, that no one will miſtake me, 


as if I thought Ejaculatory Prayer pro- . 


per only for People of Bufineſs ; it is 
what I would recommend to all, even- 
thoſe of the greateſt Leiſure and Retire- 
ment, as being not only very plea/ing in 
the Sight of God, but an exce/lent Means 
of keeping the Soul in a fit Diſpoſition 
to pray to him in a more ſolemn manner. 
2. Our Prayers muſt be offered up- 
with Fervency and Devotion, which re- 
quires,. that what we utter ſhould come- 
from the Heart; and, therefore, we 
muſt not pray in a cold, formal, and 
careleſs Manner; but with ſuch Zeal: 
and Earneſtneſs, as is in ſome Meaſure- 
ſuitable to the Importance of the Things 
we pray for; ſome of which are of that 
infinite Moment and Concern, that if 
we ſhould not be heard, we are of all 
Creatures the moſt miſerable > And: 
though wandering Thoughts will be apt 
to intrude themſelves into the Minds, of 
the beſt Chriſtians, yet theſe. muſt be 
B 5 laboured 
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laboured againſt, and lamented, and Par- 
don for them aſked of God. 

3. The laſt Qualification reſpecting 
the Manner of our Prayers, is Conſtancy. 
We muſt not pray by Fits and Starts, 
our Devotion ſhould be conſtant and uni- 
form. We ſhould pray always and not 
Faint *, as our Saviour has taught us in 
the Parable of the unjuſt Fudge, and ne- | 
| ver ſuffer the Fervour of our Minds to 
l abate towards God ; nor the Flame of | 
1 our Devotion to languiſh or burn dim, 
| but continuing conſtant in + Prayer (as the 
| Apoſtle exhorts) ſhould watch thereunto 
| with all Perſeverance. 
| _ Theſe, I think, are the chief Qualij- 
cations neceſſary to make our Prayers a 
Sacrifice, boly, and acceptable to God. And 
he that has theſe Diſpoſitions, and prays 
for ſuch Things, and in ſuch Manner as 
has been mentioned, may at all Times 
come boldly to the Throne of Grace (as 
the Apoſtle ſpeaks) not doubting but he 
ſhall chain Mercy, and find Grace to help 
in Time of Need. But let him always 
remember, that it is through Chriſt that 
he muſt come; He is our Advocate with 
the Father, and appears in the Pre-

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ſence of Gad for us *. And therefore in 
his Name, and through his Merita, all our 
Prayers muſt be offered up to God : For 
as there is no other name under Heaven, 
whereby we can be ſaved ; ſo neither is there 
any other Name, not that of the greateſt 
Saint or Angel, wherein we muſt pray, 
but in the Name of Chrift Jeſut only; 
who is the Mediator of the new Covenant, 
and able to ſave to the uttermoſt them that 
come unto God by him, ſeeing he ever liuetb 
to make Interceſſion for us Þ. | 

J have only this Caution to add to- 
what I have ſaid touching the Duty and 
Qualifications of Prayer; that though 
Prayer is an excellent Means of Grace, 
and a great Inſtrument of Holrmeſs,. yet 
we are to conſider, that it is but the 
Means ſtill; and therefore we muſt not. 
re/t in it, nor in any other Means of Re- 
ligion, ſuch as Reading, Meditation, Re- 
cetving the Sacrament, &e. (as too many, T 
doubt. do, who think, when they have ſaid. 
their Prayers, or been at the Sacrament, 
all is well, and they have nothing more 
to do) but we muſt to Prayer join our 


own. Endeavours, and not imagine, that 


Prayers operate like a Charm, and. will 


* Feb. ix. 24. + Heb xii. 24. f Heb. vii. 25. 
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make a man good whether he will or no. 
Prayer indeed has a natural Tendency to 
promote a Holy Life, but Prayer alone 
will not do it; there is a great deal more 
required to make a Man a good Chriſtian ; 
he muſt endeavour to form in his Mind 
that inward Purity and Holineſs which 
he prays for, and muſt ſtrive and labour 
to attain that true Sanctification of his 
Nature, which is the great End of all Re- 
ligion ; in ſhort, he muſt make it the 
chief Buſineſs of his Life, o walk worthy 
of the Lord unto all pleaſing, being frunful 
in every good Work, and inereaſing in the 
Knowledge of God“. 

And now, what remains, but to ex- 
hort all Chriſtians, as they have any Re- 
gard for the Happineſs both of our Souls 
and Bodies; as they value the Favour of 
God, and would not deprive themfelves 
of a ſure Reſuge in Times of Trouble and 
Temptation, nor fall undef the Power 
and Dominion of their Luſts and Paſſions, 
thoſe cruel and tyrannical Maſters (to ſet 
us free from which, our Saviour vouch- 
ſafed to come into the World and die) 
that they would, in the Apofile's Senſe, 
pray without ceaſing ; that is, not only 
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be very frequent in Prayer to God, but 
keep up in their Minds ſuch a devout and 
holy Flame, that they may be always in 
a fit Diſpoſition to pray : To intreat them, - 
I fay, that they would not neglect a Duty, 
which is attended with ſuch unſpeakable 
Advantages; but that they would pray 


frequently to God in private, and if they 


/ 


have Families, that they would every Morn- 
ing and Evening pray to God with them 
too, and alſo join in the Public Prayers of 
the Church, as often as they can. : 

This, I am perſuaded, is the moſt 
likely Way we can take, to procure the 
Favour of God, and to draw down the 
Bleſſings of his Providence upon our- - 
ſelves and Families ; this will make our 
Bodies the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt, 
and invite that Slefſed Spirit to take up 
his Refidence in our Souls; in ſhort, this 
will fill our Minds with Joy, and Peace, 
and Comfort in this World, and through 
the Mercy of God, and the Merits of his - 
dear Son, will make us everlaſtingly 
happy in that which is to come. | 

I cannot conclude this Diſcourſe, with 
out acquainting the Reader, that when 
recommend the Duty of Prayer, I 
would be underſtood to include in it that 


of 
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of Praiſe and Thankſgiving ; which be- 
ing a Thing ſo excellent in itſelf, ſo highly 
conducing to the Glory of God, and fo 
ſuitable to the Nature of a Creature, it 
ought (without all doubt) to have a very 
great Share in our Devotions. 

One would think indeed, there ſhould 
be no Neceſſity of Recommending a Duty 
ſo pleaſing in itſelf, and ſo agreeable to an 
ingenuous Mind; and yet whoever looks 


abroad into the World, will find that 


Men are very apt to overlook the Bleſſings 
of God, or, at leaſt, very quickly to for- 
get them; and then it is no Wonder, if 
they ſeldom or never return Thanks for 
them. Mere there not ten cleanſed ? ſaid 
our bleſſed Saviour *, when he healed the 
Lepers ; but where are the nine? There 
are not found that returned to give Glory” 
to God, ſave this Stranger. And was the 
Enquiry now .to be made, I doubt the 
Diſproportion. would be much greater 
between Zho/e that receive Bleſſings from 
the Hands of God, and thoſe that are 
truly thankful for them.. What through 
the Pride of ſome, who think, that all 
they receive from God, is but the juſt 
Reward of their Merits ; the Coveton/- 


Luke xvii. 17. 
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neſs and Ambition of others, who, from a 
greedy Deſire of more, overlook what at 
preſent they enjoy; or from an — 
complaining Temper in a third Sort, who 
(not content to take their Share of the or- 
dinary Troubles and Cares of Life) ex- 
pect that every Thing fhould conſpire to 
make them eaſy : and being diſappointed 
of this, are apt to undervalue the Bleſſings 
that God has beſtowed upon them ; or, 
laſtly, from the wicked and profane Lives 
of many more, who being immerſed in 
Brhtiſhneſs and Senſuality, have loſt al- 
moſt all Notions, not only of the Pro- 
vidence of God, but of the great Things 
he has done for us; I ſay, what from 
theſe, and ſuch like unhappy Cauſes, it. 
comes to paſs, that the great Duty of 
Praiſe and Thankſgiving to God is very 
much neglefed; and, I fear, even a- 
mong ſome, who, in other Reſpects, are 
very careful of their Duty. 

'Tis ſtrange, I confeſs, that ſuch a 
weak and. depending Creature as Man is, 
that owes his Being, and all the Com- 
forts of it, to the great Love and Bounty 
of his Creator, and that cannot poſſibly 
ſubſiſt one Moment, but by the Will 
and Power of God, ſhould neglect to pay 
him the conſtant Tribute of Praiſe and

Thanksgiving; this, I fay, is ſtrange, if 
we conſider Man barely as a Creature, 
made and ſupported by the Almighty. 
Arm of God, who upholds all Things by 
the Word of bis Power *, "ET 
But then, how much more ſtrange and 
ſurpriſing will this ungrateful Behavi- 
our of Man appear to be, if we conſider 
him as a Sinner, redeemed (as St. Peter 
ſays) not with corruptible Things, as Sil- 
ver and Gold,----but with the precious 
Blood of the Son of God. If we look upon 
him under the different Character St. 
Paul gives of him, to wit, Once dead in 
Treſpaſſes and Sins, walking according to

by God, and having Peace with God, 
through our Lord Feſus Chriſt *.

It 
is the leaſt Return that we can make to 
God for all his Goodneſs ; and yet, if it

O let us then be perſuaded frequently 
and feriouſly to think upon the great 
Things God has done for us! Let us 
endeavour to poſſeſs our Minds with a 
true Senſe of his wonderful Love to 
Mankind, manifeſted in all his Works 
of Creation and Providence; but chiefly 
in that ſtupendious Work of our Redemp- 
tion ; let us think upon the Breadth and
